ading exploits make Walter Mitty’s 


imagination uninspired by com- 
parison, has been turned into a 
sprightly comedy by Universal. 


Were it not for the foundation of 
fact, most people would dismiss 
the plot and the picture as utterly 
unbelievable. It is this factual 
basis that will make the difference 
in wicket window traffic. The 
Robert Arthur production will 
stimulate comment and should net 
a tidy profif. 

Yet the fim, for all of its merry 
moments, is a disappointment. 
There are two principal reasons 
for this. One is the fact that, in 
striving primarily for brisk, bois- 
terous comedy. director Robert 
Mulligan has had ta sacrifice pene- 
tration into the fascinating person- 
ality ‘of his subject. Demara’s 
curious drives and motives remain, 
for the most part, hidden and un- 
explored. 

He emerges in Liam O'Brien’s 
screenplay ‘from Robert Crichton’s 
book) as a kind of jolly one-upman 
who's not truly content until he’s 
two-up on the next fellow. The 
oiher major flaw is the casting of 
Tony Curtis, who's simply not the 
man for the part of Demara. It is 
a role that someone ot Guinnessian 
versatility ‘like Guinness, for in- 
stance) could have made a classie. 
As delineated by Curtis, the char- 
acter is merely pleasant. handsome 
and likeable. 

Demara’s story, as depicted here, 
is a career of assumed identities. 
Ife is seen as a schoolteacher, a 
iovittate in a Trappist monastery, 
an assistant to a prison warden 
and a surgeon lieutenant in the 
Canadian Navy, all without the 
benefit of formal education, prior 
experience or anything resembling 
proper qualifications. In the course 
these varied 


pursuits, he = in- 
dulges in three romantic affairs. 
Since Demara is still “at large” 


‘although having been apprehend- 
several times, as described in 
the film), there is no “end” to the 
yarn, and this fact is whimsically 
illustrated by Curtis’ coy smile 
when that deathless legend, “The 
End,” shows up on the screen. 
Mulligan’s otherwise slick direc- 
tion, along with some stickout per- 
forming by several gifted veterans 


of the screen, is responsible for 
some memorably humorous pas- 
sages. In accomplishing this, he 


has had to forsake credulity for 
the sake of a shock or a laugh. 
There is one truly hilarious scene 
in which Curtis, in the guise of 
naval medic, shoots so much novo- 
caine into the jaw of ship skipper 
Edmond O'Brien prior to pulling 
his tooth that O'Brien's entire body 
is reduced to rigidity. O’Brien 
steals the picture in this sequence.

That the tale of Esther is one of 
the more aesthetic and narratively 
skillful passages of the Bible is 
never apparent in the Raoul Walsh 
production of “Esther and the 
King.” The absorbing incidents 
that occur in the biblical story have 
been exaggerated and expanded 
into a crude melodramatic hodge- 
podge, its believable characters 
twisted into stereotyped shapes to 
fit the formulese of the film’s dra- 
matic pattern. And yet the pres- 
ence of that double-barrelled box- 
office standby, sex-and-spectacle, 
may justify the project commer- 
cially. The 20th-Fox release, filmed 
in Italy by Americans and Italians, 
should have an impact here similar 
in nature to that of the many other 
Italian-made historical and_ bibli- 
cal epics that have been flooding 
the U.S. cinemarketplace with in- 
creasing regularity. 

Joan Collins stars as Esther in 
the Walsh-Michael Elkins secreen- 
play. To the biblical tale about her 
persuasive influence upon King 
Ahasuerus in combatting the Jewe 
baiting tactics of his wicked min- 
ister, Haman, has been added, 
among other things. a side love 
interest that only serves to cloud 
the central issue and use up valu- 
able time that might better have 
been spent focusing attention on 
the principals. 

The screenplay is written in an 
extremely archaic style that rings 
comical to the modern ear and 
inteilect. Walsh’s direction is re- 
sponsible for some pretty candid 
sexmanship and smatterings of 
spectacle, but he has 
no life and hardly any 
visual sense into the personal 
drama. The origin of the Jewish 
Feast of Purim is littie more than 
(an afterthought in the film. 

Miss Collins brings physical 
beauty to the role, but is not con- 
vincing as Esther. Richard Egan 
hasn't much life as the King. As 
Haman, Sergie Fantoni wears a 
perpetual smile. Perhaps fortu- 
nately he has no mustache to twist 
as he leers. Daniella Rocca makes 
quite a display of her chest meas- 
urements as the evil Queen Vashti. 
Others prominent but no more 
histrionically suecessful are Denis 
O'Dea, Rick Battaglia, Renato Bal- 
dini and Robert Buchanan. 

There are some fairly diverting 
shots of old ruins and flashy pal- 
aces whipped up by art director 
Giulio Giovannini and lensed com- 
petently by Mario Bava.

If new law is not acted upon by 
the Mexican Congress before close 
of 1960, then probabilities is that 
the film industry will have at 
least a@ 12 month “breathing 
spell.” and a hold off in federal 
\regulations. Some eye this “‘holi- 
day” with elation; others with con- 
cern, feeling that matter should 
be gotten over with once and for 
all so industry can know for cer- 
tain where it stands instead of 
wildly speculating about its future.

Drastic, unprec:dented develop- 
ments characterize the Italian cen- 
sorship hassle this week, and they 
have local filmmakers fuming. On 
the heels of the censorship cuts 
imposed on “Rocco and His 
Brothers” and “L’Avventura” as 
well as the nix of a permit to 
shoot Columbia's “The Roman 
Spring of Mrs. Stone” in the Ital- 
ian capital, have come several 
other moves by both the Italian 
censorship organs and the Milan 
judiciary authorities. All of these, 
it is felt, are seriously prejudicial 
to the continued freedom of ex- 
pression on the screen. 

“Il Gobbo"” (The Hunchback), 
directed by Carlo Lizzani and star- 
ring Gerard Blain and Anna Maria 
Ferrero for Dino DeLaurentiis 
Productions, also has just been 
banned in its entirety before even 
hitting Italo screens. Charges are 
that it “condones crime” in telling 
the semi-true tale of a bandit who 
terrorized Rome in the late Ital- 
ian 40's even though the killer is 
shot by cops at end.

H. Leslie tlass, radio pioneer 


and for many years a living legend 
as the most powerful broadcast 
figure west of New York, died of 
a heart attack Nov. 18 in Miami, 
Fla., where he had been vacation- 
ing. He would have turned 66 next 
Tues. (29). 

Exactly a year ago. on his 65th 
birthday, CBS retired him as vice 
prez and general manager of the 
Chicago o&0, WBBM-TV. It was 

ivoluntary retirement for Atlass, 
who had had a lifetime contract 
with the network dating back to 
1933, when Columbia purchased 
the station he had _ founded,

Both the AM and tv outlets, un- 
der Atlass, came ta be among the 
most profitable stations in the coun- 
try; and in the early days, when 
the CBS radio network was on 
the ropes, it was Atlass who cen- 
sistently came through with the 
key sales—usually Wrigley Gum— 
that kept the web solvent. Indeed, 
it was through his ability to make 
money for the network, while at 
the same time spending lavishly 
for programming, that he acquired 
his power. That power reached its 
peak in the ‘Thirties. when he con- 
trolled the entire midwest for CBS. 
Had he wanted to, it’s said. ne 
could also have bossed the West 
Coast; but instead of taking over 
KNX when it was starting, he rece 
ommended Don Thornburgh, whom 
he had trained, for the job. 

Atlass was one of the original 
“Think Big” boys, and his freedom 
with the buck was legend. But not 
the least of his talents was his 
knack of finding and developing 
future eJder statesmen for the net- 
work. Among that number are 
Merle Jones. now prexy of the 
Columbia-owned tv stations, Jack 
Von Volkenburg, past prez of the 
television network, and Kelly

| With Film Quotas for British TV 


London, Nov. 22. 

The proposal by the British film 
producer organizations that there 
might be a quota for vidpix on tv, 
analogous to the films quota im- 
posed on cinema theatres, is rated 
as “unwelcome” by Sir Robert 
Fraser, director-general of the In- 
dependent Television Authority 
which runs Britain's commercial 
tv setup. Sir Robert. who was 
answering VARIETY questions at a 
press conference called to receive 
ITA’s annual report and accounts 
for 1959-60, declared that he didn’t 
like quotas anyway, couldn't see 
that there could be any distinction 
taped and live 
material to warrant this particular 
measure, and indicated that it 
wasn't any concern of his that the 
proposed quota was intended to 
ensure employment in_ British 
studios, “On the whole,” he added, 
“television hasn't been a bad ally 
of cinema film production: there 
have been times when there has 
been as much direct production for 
tv going on in the studios as there 
has been production of films for 
the cinemas.” 

Which comments were in keeping 
with the trenchant tone adopted 
by Sir Robert in reviewing the 
year, general tenor being that ITA 
was well satisfied with commercial 
tv and to blazes with critics. He 
picked out for corcial reference 
drama (‘1960 has so far been its 
Golden Year"), documentaries, 
“superb” school programs, and 
others. He asked “Are the enter- 
tainment programs seriously at 
fault?”, self-answering with: “Is 
there anything wrong with ‘Maver- 
ick’ or ‘Cimarron City’, with ‘No 
Hiding Place’ or the Saturday 
Spectacular or the _ Palladium 
Show, or ‘Bootsie and Snudge.’” or 
‘Double Your Money,’ or ‘Criss 
Cross Quiz,’ or ‘Cool For Cats,’ or 
‘Fury. or ‘Annie Oakley,’ or 
‘Huckleberry Hound,’ or ‘Emer- 
gency-Ward 10,’ or with that sweet 
and gentle ‘Small Time.’ the most 
shining little program in all tele- 
vision?

Syndication has hit the bottom 
of the barrel in terms of the num- 
ber of new, first-runners being of- 
fered to the market either for a 
winter or spring start. 

Only syndie house set to come up 
with a new winter entry is Ziv-UA. 
Others are either in the iffy 
category, or riding with off-net- 
work properties, or out of the race 
entirely until the new fall season. 

The dearth of new first-runners 
are blamed on a variety of reasons, 
but whatever the causes, the 
scarcity is the worst in years. It 
comes, too, at a strange interlude 
in broadcasting annals. 

The Federal Communications 
Commission’s ruling cutting net- 
work option time from three to 
two-and-a-half hours daily in each 
broadcast segment is yo to 
take effect January.

According to General 
Toy prez Saul Robins, he first ap- 
proached WABC-TV, which had ac- 
quired Selznick’s “Adventures of 
Tom Sawyer,” among other de- 
sired pix, and tried to make a deal 
for the Thanksgiving - Christmas 
holidays. Robins said negotiations 
for sole sponsorship of pix on 
WABC-TV broke down when the 
ABC-TV N_ Y. flagship couldn't 
clear the desired Sunday afternoon 
periods. 

So General Toy and Webb Asso- 
ciates took their idea and bankroll 
over to WCBS-TV, which among 
other pix, had Paramount's “Tom 
Sawyer.” A deal with WCBS-TV 
|for single sponsorship of kidult 
|family classics was signed. 

WABC-TV, though, wasn't left 
out in the cold. According to Rob- 
ins, General Toy left $100,000 in 
bag coin at WABC-TV and secured 
an unwritten promise from the 





|station that it wouldn’ t telecast 
| Selznik’s “Sawyer” before Para- 
mount’s “Sawyer.’ 


Lo and behold, General Toy, 
Robins said, hit the ceiling when 
WABC-TV not only put on the 
| Selznik pic a week before the Para- 
mount pic, but sold the pic to a 
| competitor of General Toy. Parker 
Bros. Games was the single spon- 
sor for the WABC-TV telecast, a 
| week before Saturday’s (19) WCBS- 
TV's “Sawyer” telecast. 
| General Toy didn’t take the mat- 
ter lightl$. It had spent big sums 
in promoting the WCBS-TV “Saw- 
yer” telecast, as a “first” in the 
market, making fle-ins with schools 
j}and dealers. The toy company 
threatened to pull back the spot 
money allotted to WABC-TV, but 
}according to Robins, the ABC-TV 
|flagship wouldn't budge. In the 
midst of the confusion about the 
jtwo “Sawyers,” Robins decided to 
| let things be. “We need the extra 
|holiday exposure,” he said, “and 
/if I pulled out it would be a case 
of biting my nose to spite my 
face.”

The Margin Grows 


What happens when you look at the numbers unclut- 
tered by the complication of election preemptions? 
When you base your rating on how the networks fared 
for the five nights following the Election Extravaganza? 
The margin grows bigger: ABC leads with 20.5... Net 
Y is second with 18.2... Net Z last with 16.4. (Actually 
this is a bigger rating for ABC than we rolled up for 


the same five nights of the previous pre-election week.) 
Enough figures. Whether your measuring standards 
are broad or narrow in gauge, one truth emerges un- 
challenged.

Today, with the noble declarat.ons 
about full range programming obligations being tossed 
about, it is enlightening to note that Network Z leads 
in the number of Westerns on the air (just as it trails 
in audience). 

This, of course, is their privilege. We’re off pioneer- 
ing again. This time, trend-setting in completely new 
television country with The Flintstones ...TV’s first 
adult cartoon series...and TV’s top-rated show among 
all new entries this season.

In the public service area, similar pioneering strides 
are in evidence. There is television’s most ambitious 
visual project— Winston Churchill: The Valiant Years 
...26 chapters of living history. There is also a vital 
departure in documenting current events, co-produced 
with Time Inc., leading off with Yanki—No!...a non- 
punch-pulling exposition of the coming showdown in 
Latin America. 

If any or all of this comes as news to you, we'll be 
pleased to fill in the details. For the moment, suffice 
it to say we are where we are because of what we are 
... a forward-moving network alive to the changing 
moves of the dial twisters.

Broadcasting Rules. 

The Commission took the posi- 
tion after an inquiry into the with- 
drawal by KHQ-TV, NBC's Spo- 
kane affiliate, of consent for a 
Lewiston, Idaho, translator station 
to rebroadcast its programs. The 
translator is operated by Orchards 
Community Television Assn. 

In a letter to NBC, KHQ-TV and 
KLEW-TV, NBC affiliate in Lewis- 
ton, FCC said it was advised that 
withdrawal of the rebreadcast con- 
sent was based on NBC's interpre- 
tation of the “first refusal” clause 
in its affiliation agreement with 
KLEW-TV. 

Moreover, the Commission con- 
tinued, its staffers were told that 
NBC will, as a matter of policy, 
hold back approval of a rebroad- 
cast grant in any community 
served by an atiiliate regardless 
of whether the affiliate is basic or 
secondary or whether it’s carrying 
all or only part of the network 
programms

network programs in the Lewiston 
area, and the public would be de- 
prived of many programs presently 
available over translator and 
booster facilities. 

Asking NBC and the two affil- 
lates for comments, the Commis- 
sion said: “Since this. interpreta- 
tion and policy relates to a provi- 
sion which appears to be standard 
in all NBC affiliation agreements. 
its impact far transcends the local 
situation (in Lewiston).” 

Before proceeding any further 
in the matter, the Commission 
said it wanted to consider the 
views of all parties involved in the 
dispute. 


CANADA SETS UP 
NEW RADIO R'LES 


Ottawa. Nov. 22. 

Radio broadcasting in Canada is 
due for a shuffle under new reg- 
ulations proposed by the Board of 
3roadcast Governors. BBG will | 
huddle in Ottawa Nov. 29 to get 
opinions and comments from inter- 
ested groups. The board said its 
new rules will be designed to limit 
promotional contests, change the 
timing of commercials, increase the 
Canadian content of programs and 
“induce greater program choice for 
listeners.”

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When Is “loo Cold’ Too Hot? 





hat’s the question we put to ourselves when 

we began considering the idea of an hour- 
Jong drama-documentary on frigidity in the 
American female. 

Could “too cold” be too hot to handle? 

The answer came fast. Not lickety-split, ex- 
actly, but fast enough. Even preliminary research 
revealed that sexual frigidity, in one degree or 
another, is blighting the lives of an estimated 
AQ per cent of American women, to say nothing 
of the unhappy families and broken homes it 
often Jeaves in its wake. 

NO PROBLEM that widespread, we de- 
cided, could any longer be considered too touchy 
for the TV screen. We were, of course, equally as 
determined that the subject should be handled 
with taste and intelligence. For even the best- 
intentioned of public affairs programs is no 
excuse for sensationalism. 


So we went ahead. And one afternoon last 





month, televiewers across the nation did see the 
Purex-sponsored special, “The Cold Woman.” 
The response from both the public and the pro- 
fessional reviewers (sometimes known as “The 
Cold Critics”) was overwhelmingly favorable. 
In the cascade of congratulatory letters were 
a great many from terribly troubled women who'd 
been suffering silently for too many years with 
this very problem of sexual coldness. The one 
sentiment running through just about all this 


~ 


mail was “gratitude’”—first for being shown that 
the difficulty is one besetting millions, and, see- 
ond, for being advised that frigidity frequently 
can be overcome by professional therapy. 

But weren't there indignant letters as well? 
A few—so very few that modesty alone keeps us 
from giving the percentage. Even among these, 
the gripe was almost invariably Jeveled at our 
decision to deal with the subject in the first place 


rather than at any aspect of its presents ten. 
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One miffed gentleman from Florida (which, 
we presume, has its proportionate share of fri- 
gidity despite the climate) was honest enough to 
preface his full-page critique with, “I didn’t see 
it. | dialed it out i stomach-turning disgust as 
soon as you announced what it was all about.” 

We're sincerely sorry he didn’t choose to stay 
with it, Were certain he would have come away 
just as pure as he was before the program began. 
A bit more enlightened, we'd guess, but otherwise 
unsullied. 

\s forward and bold a step as “The Cold 
Woman” was, NBC doesn’t expect to be shattering 
a precedent each time we go to bat with another 
documentary. That's the sort of unrealistic goal 
that makes this year’s milestone next year’s mill- 
stone. But we are rather proud of other serious 
programs we have been and will be doing. 

The second in the series of afternoon specials 
was “The Trapped Housewife,” and upcoming 
(on December 8) is “The Working Mother.’ That 
will be followed by other meaningful drama- 
documentaries on such subjects as “Intermar- 
riage” and “The Ordeal of the Single Girl.” 

OVER-ALL BOSS of these and other cre- 
ative projects in NBC's News and Publie Affairs 


division is Executive Producer Irvine Gitlin, who 





describing some of the exciting things being done 
in his department. On “The Nation’s Future” 
this Saturday evening, Rev. Martin Luther King, 
Jr.-will debate “Are Sit-In Strikes Justifiable?”

Ensuing “NBC White Papers” (all Timex- 
sponsored, by the way) will be covering such areas 
as “Featherbedding,” “Government by Public- 
ity” and “The Soviet Union from Within.” 

\lmost any sort of pioneering is really its 
own reward, but the kind of response that greeted 
“The Cold Woman,” together with our anticipa- 
tion of these other ambitious specials is enough 
to make a network want to dance for joy.

Already known in jazz club cir- 
cles, Miss Lynne is now sure for 
a potent spread because of her 
solid work on blues, rhythm and 
showtunes. She's got a wide range 
and the kind of delivery that 
should take her far. She received 
a fine instrumental assist from the 
Earl May Trio on “Birth of the 
Blues.” The Modern Jazz Quartet 
and the Contemporary String 
Quartet are also rarely heard and 
seen on tv and this display shows 
that they are not too far out for 
mass enjoyment. The jazz piece 
on which they worked together 
was based on_ understandable 
rhythmic patterns. 

A pas de trois by Arthur 
Mitchell, Julia Robinson and Pat 
Dunn was a sort of jazz ballet.

3:15 a.m. last Wednesday—when 
last session broke up—manage- 
ment declared the offer was non- 
negotiable and was acceptable only 
with certain conditions. 

They gave us 14 other non-nego- 
tiable points,” Dales said, explai 
ing that one of them sougiit the 
right to buy wild spots in six-week 
cycles (instead of the minimum 
13-week cycles) at 50% of 
cost. “And they would do that and 
pay less than they have to pay 
under the old contract,” he added 
Conditions, Dales said, ‘‘shocked 
us as negotiators.” 

Allaying various rumors, Dales 
noted that AFTRA is also dissatis- 
fied with latest offers from em- 
ployers.

He's the 
bankroller and business director 
of the corporation, 
handling the artistic 
operation.

office hit and a prospect for a

Preminger.

In terms of a Broadway produc- 
tion aimed at popular appeal, how- 
ever, “Advise and Consent” tends 
to be what used to be called a 
rattling good show. Despite its

mantic theme and its questionable 
draw for the femme trade, it has 
the fundamental impetus of the 
original novel ‘which has been on 
the best-seller list for 67 weeks), 
plus topically urgent subject mat- 
ter, clearly drawn principal char- 
acters and sharp conflict. 

Perhaps it’s to some extent in- 
herent in the Drury book, but this 
dramatization has to overcome an 
awkward general form, with thick- 
fingered stagecraft and a _pon- 
derous physical production to cap- 
ture and hold audience interest. At 
the very start, the presentation is 
needlessly complicated and ver- 
bose, and repeatedly through the 
three acts the story is jerkily epi- 
sodic. 

Even after the action gets under 
Way it keeps being interrupted by 
seemingly haphazard jumps of lo- 
cale and excessive shifting of 
scenery. Nevertheless, it does grad- 
ually gather momentum, rising to 
an arresting second act curtain 
and, despite an inevitable let-down 
thereafter, a fairly compelling

Being a differ- 
jent personality with a different

Where Gleason played the char- 
acter as a bumptious but generally 
!likabie clown who would do any- 
thing for a laugh and usually suc- 
ceeded in getting it, Bendix is 
more serious and_ by contrast, al- 
most subdued. In the early portion 
'of the show the effect is unfortu- 
‘nate, for much of the comedy fla- 
vor is missing, and Bendix lacks 
Gleason's knack and assurance in 
putting over the musical numbers. 


In the latter scenes, however, 
Bendix is more legitimate and 
more believable, not only giving 


greater dimension to the story but 
even lending increased credibility 
to the other characters.

Sidney Blackmer, succeeding

Eileen Herlie, the sole remaining 
original star, still provides the 
warmth and heart of the story in 
the role of Sid's persistent old 
flame, Aunt Lily. As the only good 
singer among the principals. she's 
the vocal core of the show. To a 
remarkable degree, her perform- 
ance is still free of exaggeration, 
and has a good deal of the original 
illusion of spontaneity. 

Robert Morse, top-featured in 
the juicy role of the agonizingly 
teenaged Richard, is even hokier 
than when last caught several 
months ago. He now mugs, draws

Willian Saroyan’s lyrical drama, 
“My Heart’s in the Highlands,” 
struck a sour note last week as the 
second Equity Library Theatre 
presentation of the season. With 
little ot the Saroyanesque elo- 
quence, this showcase offering is 
not likely to be much help to its 
participants 

A difficult play to stage, “High- 
lands” requires the services of 
acutely perceptive talent in all 
areas of production. It is a mine- 
field of traps which must be care- 
fully circumvented if the result is 
to be anything but dull. 

One of the biggest such dangers 
is pace. If Saroyan’s highly poetic 
imagery is not presented with co- 
hesive and flowing unity, the 
drama becomes a collection of 
platitudes and insignificant, irrele- 
vant incidents. Such is the uncom- 
fortable case in this ELT produc- 
tion. M. David Samples’ direction 
is neither cohesive nor flowing, 
with the result that the relatively 
short play seems almost intermin- 
able. 

Another of Saroyan’'s traps is 
casting. The role of Johnny, a 
seven-year-old boy who often 
speaks and behaves fn a manner 
more befitting a 47-year-old, is a 
particularly tough problem. ELT 
has failed to come up with an ade- 
quate moppet, but has chosen Cal- 
vin Waters, an attractive nine- 
year-old who seems confused and 
snowed under by the role. 

Johnny's father is a complex 
part and Scott Edmonds fails to 
get beneath the surface of it. As 
the poet who craves respect and 
understanding for not only him- 
self and his poetry but for poets 
and things poetic the world over,

Edmonds seldom reaches the stat- 
ure or fully conveys the torment 
of the character. 

Perhaps Joseph Macauley comes 
the closest to Saroyan's image of 
the oppressed poet. As the bugle- 
playing one-time Shakespearean 
actor, he is a curious combination 
of the universally comic and the 
pathetic. 

Sherman Lyold gives a forced 
performance as a local grocer and 
Ralph Lee, Van Dexter and Joseph

=a Continued from page 63 ao 
ducers without “substantial as- 
sets.” 

Fisher, librettist-lvricist Alan 
Jay Lerner and N.Y. attorney Bert- 
ram A. Mayers argued at hearings 
here last March that the proposed 
IRS ruling would be discrimina- 
tory against small investors, who 
are essential to the theatre. The 
effect, they said, would be to force 
control of the stage into the hands 
exclusively of the rich. 

The tax change was actually not 
aimed at the theatre, but was 
drafted after a group of doctors 
who could not incorporate and 
sought to form a limited partner- 
ship as a means of easing their 
taxes. Their move led the IRS to 
make a study of all forms of limit- 
ed partnerships, and to change the
